Fear Submarine Is Lost. 

BERLIN, Aug. 31.—The German ad- 
miralty today advanced the suggestion 
that the submarine which may have tor- 
pedoed the steamer Arabic possibly had 
foundered or had been sunk by the Brit- 
ish. A high official of the admiralty, in 
again declaring that absolutely no news 
on the sinking of the Arabic was avail- 

1 , said: 

„Would it not be lamentable if the sub- 
marine should have been lost and we 
should never learn what happened? Most 
of our boats which were on the west coast 
of England at the time have now returned. 
but pone oo nnn euoes the 
Arabic.” 

“It probably will be possible within a 

time—I cannot say precisely how 
many days—to tell whether our apprehen- 
sions regarding the submarine are cor- 
rect.”

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“Last summer I was 
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F the appointment of Gen. Sarrall to 
the commend in chief of the French 
forces in the Dardanelles has given 
rise to 30 much criticism in military 
circles in France it is not only because 

he has been recently deprived by General- 

igsimo Joffre, on charges, of his command 
of the Third army corps, operating in the 

Verdun district, but also because he hap- 

pens to be one of the most umpopular 

officers of bis rank ip the army among 
military men. 

This arises from the circumstance that 
he was one of the principal members of 
the staff of Gen. André when the latter 
was minister of war. 

Gen. André, it may be recalied, was the 
minister who undertook to rid the army 
of all officers professing any sort of re- 
ligious sentiments, on the ground that in 
his eyes religion Was synonymeus With 
reaction in polities and epnsequentiy & 
peril te the republic. 

Several thousand generals, colonels, 
majors, and captains were driven out of 
the erm; for go other reason than that 
their wives went to mags, or that their 
children received religious instruction in- 
stead of being brought up ae atheista. 

In order to ascertain the opinions of the 
officers with regard to the church, no 
matter whether Catholic or Protestant, 
he not only used vast sums of secret Serv 
lee money, but also engaged the services 
of the lodges of Free Masonry, which in 
Franee ts purely political and professedly 
atheistic, differing in this respect from 
the eraft in America, Great Britain, and 
Scandinayia. | 

The underhand methods which he thus 
employed to ferret out the religious views 
of the officers had the effect of covering 
him with execration, and after he had 
had his face publicly smacked on several 
occasions, ex-Abbé Combes, who was then 
premier, was obliged te remove him from 
office in order to seve his administration

Now Lord Gormanston; fifteenth vis- 
count of bis line, was able to show that 
the title of Tara was identified with his 
family, A son of the foyrth Viscount 
Gormanston, Thomas Preston by name, 
wes created Viscount Tara by Queen 


Blizabeth, and the title was borne by his 


son and grandson, at whose death in 1674 
it became extinct. : 
Again, in 1800, 9 barony of Tara was de- 


stowed upen a member of the house of 


Preston, of which the Irish Viscounts 
Gormanston are the chiefg, and it became 
extinct in 1825 with the death of the then 
Lord Tara without issue.

Lord Aberdeen’s visit to this country 
will serve to recall the difficulties that 
attended his inheritance of the family 
honors and estates. His eldest brother, 
George, during the lffetime of his father 
and while still Lord Haddo, quarreled 
with him for some reason or other and 
vanished, dropping his name and title. 

He la known to have Itved in the United 
States as a ranchman for several years 
under the name of George Osborn and to 
have spent some time in Florida. 

It was by dint of the most elaborate and 
expensive inquiries, carried on for nearly 
eight years in all parts of the world, that 
it was fimally ascertained that he had 
been swept overboard on Jan. 27, 1870, 
while serving under the name of George 
Osborn as a sailor before the mast on 
‘board the small vessel Hera, bound from 
Boston to Melbourne. 

The master of the ship was a man of the 
name of William Kent of Boston, and its 
size may be gathered from the fact that 
the entire crew, Including George Os- 
born,” numbered eight men and « cabin 
boy.

At the time that he perished [Capt. Kent 
claimed to have seen him in the water off 
Cape Hatteras and to have been unable 
to lower a boat owing to the storm) his 
father had been dead for six years, an“

Whether he was aware of the fact or 
not ne one can tell, and a similar mystery

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WHY MILITIAMEN ARE “GUN 

sHyY.” 
Chicago, Aug. 25.—-{ Béttor of The Trib- 
une. I- I read an Associated Press dis- 
patch hes ed, “Citizen Soldier Poor 
‘ghot,” referring to the performange of 
the soldiers at the camp at Plattsburg, 
N. ¥. It has been my observation that 
except in rare cases the militiamen are 
slow to eequire efficiency in rifle pracr 
tice. The main cause of this deficiency 
is because of actual fear of the firing 
piece. This fear te well founded. The 
militiaman, after having perhaps chad 
sighting training and shooting in the ar- 
mory rifle range, Gres his first round on 
the field rifle range. Uniese he hag been 
very carefully instructed his fret shot 
will result in hie being struck on the 
cheek with the plece, perhaps a bitten 
tongue or even ‘the loosening of a few 
teeth. That man is on his way then 
to become gun shy. If he does not hold 
his piece frmly against his shoulder end 
press it against his cheek #0 as to have 
his whole body move with or receive the 
recoil, he will get a Kiek.“ 

After firing two or three strings of 
five rounds each he will have a pretty 
sore shoulder at best. and unless he is 
game he will not be se anxious to go on 
the range again, and f he does and car- 
ries with him his gun fear, the red flag 
signal will be his at every shot. The 
main thing, to my mind, that should 
be remedied is the matter of the sore 
shoulder, Some men are too proud to 
admit becoming sore in this way. It 
takes a man with e pretty good cushion 
of flesh at the point of contact with the 
butt of the gun to de much effective 
shooting. 

The man who hasn't the required cush- 
ton is punishing himeelf unnecessarily. 
Guns for hunters are often equipped with 
a rubber pad or cushion to relieve the 
force of the recoil. This, I think, would 
be a-great help to militiamen. A young 
man not fully developed, or a clerk who 
works with @ pencil as his heaviest tool, 
finds it a sorry job to fire three or four 
strings on the range, for it resuite in 
the sore shoulder and poor marksmaa- 
ship. Therefore, when I read of what 
ia going on at Pluttsburg on the rifle 
range I can sympath:se with the men 
who are having their first experience 
with the army ride.

DELAY ON LOEB’S 
OUSTER MOTION

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‘Acti ng Governor 
Urges Fair Play. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 3L.—A spirited 
protest against the proposal before 
the Chicago board of education to 
eliminate the teachers! federation 
was filed with acting Gov. Stephen D. 
Canaday today. President John H. 
Walker of the Illinois Federation of 
Labor and Mise Margaret Haley of 
Chicago went to the governor's office 
in person to register the protest. 
Acting Gov, Canaday is a member of 


the Baktwin senate committee named 


to investigate the Chicago beard of 
education. In reply to the protest he 
made the following statement: 

“As a member of the Baldwin 
committee, a state senate committee 
created for the purpose of investi- 
gating the school board of the city 
of Chicago, I desire to say that if 
that board acts on the pending reso- 
lutions, which have for their pur- 
pose the elimination of the Chicago 
School Teachers’ federation, on the 
unsupported, one sided testimony of 
the school board itself, a party at in- 
terest, and their witnesses, without 
affording the other side an opportuni- 
ty to cross-examine them, and with- 
out affording the Chicago School 
Teachers’ federation a hearing at 
all, in my judgment their action is 
most unfair and unjust to the indi- 
viduals against whom charges were 
made that are connected with the 
achool teachers’ federation and 
against the federation itself,
